World, and that we were really the Poorer for being Rich; 
for it is one of our ordinary Proſpects now-a-days, to ſee 
the wealthieſt Man the worſt Paymaſter, and the higheſt 
in Dignity the loweſt in Reputation. * 
How many Inſtances of this degenerate Truth does our 
Modern Species of Nobility afford us? And in Proceſs of 
Time, we ſhall find ſach an Increaſe of all manner of Evil 
amongſt them, that Vice may hope to become as Heredi- 
tary, as Land or Title; and in lefs than another Genera- 
tion, I doubt not, but Wickedneſs may be ſupported by 
Preſcription and Adu, and the diſtinguiſhing Mark of a 
Man of Quality, will be to abound moſt in Profaneneſs 
and Debauchery. 
But of all the Sins that ever yet corrupted Noble Blood, 
that moſt damnahle one of Ingratitude, as it is the great-

| always look'd upon the Majority of Nobility and Gentry 
in general, who boldly ſtood in the Gap in Time of Dan- 
ger, and were active under the Neceſſity of the Revo- 
lution, as the Patriot and Deliverers of their Country: But 
gs in moſt general Rules, there happens to be ſome Excep- 
1 tions, ſo in this, Coloſſus was none of thoſe juſt and war- 
rantable Su of the publick Right, who could 
ſay they waſt'd their Hands in Innocency. What! Tho? 
his unhappy King and Maſter, miſled by Evil Councellors, 
had attempted to overturn both our Laws and Religion; 
Colefſus's Hand ought not to have been aſſiſtant in the

as real, as I am afraid they are diſſgmbled, and that Man- 
kind from thence had true Motives of Concern for their 
Country; yet common Honour and Decency ought to 
have withheld him from lifting up his Arm againſt the 
Sovereign, who had made him.

As no Man ever won a Battle by himſelf, the Glory, 
Praiſe and Reward of Conqueſt, in common Juſtice, 
ought not to be confin'd to One alone : If the Head has 
obtain'd Honour, in. all the perilous Purſuits after it, he 
has had few leſs than a Hundred Thouſand brave Mem- 
bers that have not ſtood idle Spectators of his Actions ; 
chey have always more than equally ſhar'd in the Danger,

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Glory; only one Head is to be crown'd with Laorel ; one 
Hand alone to receive the Reward. The Succeſſes of 
this fingle Captain have made more Noiſe in our World, 
by the y of a Faction, who confeſs him their Lea- 
der, than the greateſt Actions of all the Heroes of Ezrope 
in Conjunction when alas ! there is neither Myſtery nor 
Miracle (to thoſe.who are Judges of War) either in Poiat 
of Conduct or Bravery : And let a Party magnify the pro- 
digious Abilities of their Chief as mach as they pleaſe, 
the unbyaſs'd Part of Mankind are not without the Knew- 
ledge of this Truth, that it has been always the peculiar

this Manner, however, as a well wiſhing Diſciple : 
Rome is not to be built in a Day. We maſt come 
gradually from one Thing to another; but if a Sub- 
jet can but once fix himſelf in a Generalſhip for 
Life, we know he may ſtep afterwards to what De- 
gree he thinks fit, even tread upon the Throne at 
Pleaſure. Fhe Roman People ſhook Hands with their 
Liberties the very Day that Ceſar became Diftator; 
and at Home, we have had fo late a dreadful In- 
ſtance of this Kind, as will oblige us to commemo- 
rate the Miſery of it for many Years to come. I 


will not ſay poſitively, that any Man amongſt us 


his Country ; but by the unruly Motions of a Fa- 
Qion here, the conſtant Expreſſions of ſome Favou- 
rers of it abroad, confirm'd by Colofſis's Perſonal 

Irreverence to Her Majeſty, every true Subject 
* to be juſtly alarm'd; and, I hope, whoever 
ſhall read this (by comparing the former Exam- 
ples of his Goodneſs, his moſt remarkable Senſe and 
Principle of Religion, his ſtedfaſt Loyalty, Grati- 
tude and reſign'd Obedience to his King, and his 
ſingular Juſtice and Generoſity to all Mankind, with 
the freſh A ances of theſe preſent Times) cau- 
not but have a true Underſtanding of his Nature 
and Deſign ; and, I doubt not, but they will eaſily 
lead them, with me, to a perfect Knowledge of his 
Virtue and Honour, or to an utter Abhorrence and 
Abomination of his Falſhood and Vice.
